a. The department of internal banking trained students for futur^^ELp^.i^I 
positions with the State Bank. Upon completion of their courta^^ 

the students were offered positions with the 'pblast branches 
the State Bank, v x 

b. The department of international banking trained students for Portions 
with Soviet commercial organizations abroad. .An extensive course in 
foreign languages was included in the program tf this department. 

Special recommendations were required for admission to the department 
of iuternational banking, and very few students 6f Jewish extraction 
were admitted.

a. ^Pofessor Chernov, Director of the Institute in 1945-1946. Chernov 
was a man of about 50, had a pleasant disposition, and was well _ 
disposed toward the foreign students of the Institute.
